The 
last sad rites were performed this morn- 
ing and at noon his body was laid in the 
cold ground at Lindenwood. 
The exer- 
cises at the First Presbyterian church 
were impressive. 
Bev. Kennedy, of the 
Third church, preached an excellent ser- 
mon. 
He said little of the dead, but 
made his remarks for the living. 
He 
told truths that will long be remembered 
by those present. The singing by Haydn 
quartette was very line and Mr. Myers 
played two very impressive pieces on 
the organ.

vided among his three brothers and sis- 
ter. 
Two fifths is to go to Winfield Si- 
mons and one-fifth each to Henry, 
David and Miss Celesta Simons. 


He made no public or private be- 
quests, outside of his own familv, and 
Mr. Bandall assured Thb Sentinei« rep- 
resentative that they all accept the pro- 
visions of the testament as entirely satis- 
factory to each and everyone.of them.

J. M. White, plying from Vicksburg, 
Miss., to New Orleans, was burned at 10 
last night at Blue Store, Point Coupee, 
thirty miles above Baton Bouge.

aboard, 2,100 bales of cotton and 6,000 
sacks of seed. 
Several lives were report- 
ed to have been lost, butCapt Jas. F.

The. boat and cargo are a 
total loss. 
She was built in 1878 at a 
cost of $225,000 and was regarded by 
many as the finest and fastest boat ever 
run on the Mississippi 
river.

000. The insurance on the boat was 
$29,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The senate 
and house committee of conference on 
the inter-state commerce bill, Saturday 
agreed on a bill which will be reported 
to both houses and will probably pass. 
Judge Eeagan, of Texas, gives a brief 
statement of the provisions of the bill as 
agreed upon by the two committees, 
follows: We have not adopted the pro 
visions of either bill entire. We adopted 
the principles of the house prohibiting 
discrimination by rebates, drawbacks 
cut rates, or otherwise.

provisions of the house, with an amend 
ment 
giving the right to the com 
mission in special cases to allow more 
charge for the short than the long haul 
We adopted the provisions of the house 
Ml guarding against pooling and the 
clause on the subject of publishing rates 
with an addition which improves the 
section by allowing the commission 
require the publication of the rates 
the railroad to the points beyond 
lines. 
We provided that a violation 
the provisions of the act is ground for 
diyil suit and a criminal prosecution, anc [ 
that in case of a civil suit, where the 
party recovers, his attorney's fee is 
be taxedl and the sum is to be paid as 
part of the bill of costs. 
We agreed to 
a commission with modifications of its 
powers, as indicated in the foregoing 
and also a new provision that any party 
aggrieved by the action of the railroads 
may either proceed in the courts of the 
country or go before the commission, 
but not before both. 


An effort will be made in the house 
this week to go into the committee of 
the whole to consider revenue matters, 
when a motion will be made to take up 
the Morrison tariff bill. 
The motion 
will not be made until about a dozen 
revenue reformers, now absent, have 
taken their seats.. If nothing else result 
from the movement, it will again put the 
recalcitrans on the record against the 
platform declarations and underlying 
principles to which they claim to belong.

WINTXR QUABTBBS O» STONIiT ESFBDmOK. 


The latest expedition to return was that of 
Lieut. George M. Stoney, U. S. N. This ex- 
pedition was sent out over a year ago to ex- 
plore that portion of Alaska north of the 
great Yukon river a^rtotween it and the 
Arctic ocean. 
The winter quarters of the 
e3q)edition were at ^Vort .(3osmos, and from 
there as a c e n ^ sledging parties were sent 
out in all directions. As much of the coun- 
try had never been visited by a white man 
before, many of the natives threatened to re- 
sent the intrusion of the explorers, though 
they were representatives of the government 
of that region, carrying the Stars and Stripe& 


Mr. A. D. Wolfe, who (^companied the 
expedition, writes briefly of some of its points 
of interest as follows: The Nushegak river is 
the fourth largest riv^ in Alaska, the Put- 
nam or Koowak river, whic^^ has attracted 
so much attention lately, being but a small 
stream in comparison with the Nushegak. 
Port Alexander is the name of the trading 
post of the Alaska Commercial company. 
Large quantities of land furs are obtained 
here, the source of supply being the entire 
Alq-'slf» peninsula on its western side. With- 
in the past ftew years three salmon canneries 
have been established on the banks of the 
river. 
The fish, which are very large, are 
caught in great numbers by means of traps 
set at low water in the mud. One of the 
peculiarities of this river is the immense rise 
and fall of the tide. At low water, in order 
to obtain a landing, nearly a mile of mud 
flat has to be traversed before reaching the 
house. Upon its upper portion, the Nushegak 
spruce abounds, forming dense groves, while 
the precipitous cliffs on eitho* side form very 
picturesque scenery. 


T H E KSFBDITZOKr ON THX H O V S . 


From November until May the river is 
frozen over, and then the hunting season 
commences. Moose, deer and grouse abound 
in the mountainous district between the lakes 
of the northern portion of tbe peninsula. 
The snow lies very deep in the forests, and it 
requires the aid of snowshoes to traverse the 
coimtry when engaged on sled trips or hunt- 
ing expeditions. In the summer 'traveling.is 
done by means of a three-hole kyack, portages 
being made between the various lakes that 
stud the country. 


Lake Ilamna is the largest body of fresh 
water in the territory. It requires from two 
to three days to cross from shore to shore. 
High mountains, some extinct volcanoes, 
others only partially smoldering, border on 
tbe lake. It has been supposed that Lake 
Baikal, in Siberia, was the only interior 
body of fresh water into which seals nm up 
from the sea, but investigation proves that 
the spotted seal also frequents the waters of 
Lake Ilamna. Lake Teechak is another large 
body of fresh water, but its position has not 
yet been definitely placed upon any Alaskan 
chart. The natives at Nmhegak and upon 
the Alaska peninsula are docile, and possess 
trimilftr traits to thosB of the Eskimo race. 
Schools are about to be established among 
them. Although pertiaps without much suc- 
cess at the outset, they may eventually be 
somewhat educated. At present the people 
want the teachers to pay them to come to 
school. Many of these natives are members 
of the Russo-Greek church, a resident priest 
having dispensed religious comfort to them 
for a number of years. 


NATTVK HUTS AND CyLCHE. 


Their hoases are similar in form to those 
seen throughout the westeni portion of 
Alaska, viz., built of timber and earth, under- 
ground. Their caches, raised on poles, are 
receptacles for dried salmon and other food 
for winter supplies. Salmon forms the main 
food, and as the run of these fish upon the 
Nushegak is immense, large quantities are 
stored. Numerous small rivers empty into 
the Behring sea, the Ugashik and Tagiak 
being tbe principal ones, while the second 
largest river of the territory, the Kushkoquim, 
embouches into Bristol bay. Numerous gla- 
ciers are seen on the shores of Lake Ilamna, 
the clear, blue ice appearing like a mirror set 
in a deep, somber framework of green spruce 
and brown rocks. Some interesting forms of 
glacial action may also be seen, the cliffs 
being w:orn almost smooth by. ioe and the 
rocks chiseled as if by human hands. 


The entire Alaska peninsula presents pic- 
toresque, and, with its large lakes and their 
wonderful scenery, is one of the most inter- 
portions of the territory.

Mr. A. D. Wolfe, who iii'ccinipaniod tho 


expedition, wrius briefly of some of its points 
Of Interest as follows: Tho Husliegut river in 
tho fourth largest rive/ in Alaska, the Put. 
nam or Koowak. river, which has attracted 
oo much attention lately, being hut a small 


im in comparison with tlm Nushogak. 


Fort Alexander Is tho namo of tho txadtag 
port of the Alaska Com moreinl company. 
Large nuantitiw of land furs aro obtained 
hero, the lOurcB of nipply being tbo entire 
Alaska peninsula on its western sirlo. With- 
in the past few years threo snluion. canneries 
have been established em Uie bnuks of tho 
river. Tbo flsh.-whith aro very loreo, aro 
caught in great numbers by means of traps 
set at low water In the mud. Onn of tho 
peculiarities of tbis river h tliu iimnpnM rfao 
and fall of. tho tide. At low water, In'ordnr 


flat has to bo traversed before reaching tlm 
bouse. Upon Its Tipper jwrtlou, ttii* Kusheenk 
Epruro abounds, forming donas grovts, while 
the preclpitoui cUffs on either iido form very 
picturesque scenery. 


THK EXPEDITION OH T1IK SIOVE. 


Prom. November until May tho river is 


frozen over, and then the hunting ecaaon 
commences.' Moo». deer and grouso abound 
in tho mountainous district between tbo I a tot 
of the northern portion of tbo peninsula. 
The snow liea very deep in tho forests, and it 
requires tha aid of Bnowshoes to traverso'tho 
country when engaged on sled trips or hunt- 
ing expeditions. In tho unmrner 'traveUne^is 
donq by in cans of atkree-holokyack, portngea 
being made betweon tho various lakes that 
stud tho country. 


Lake Ilamna ia tho largest body of fresh 


water in tho territory. It requires from two 
to threo days to cross from shore to shore. 
High mountains, somu extinct volcanoes, 
others onlj' partially smoldering, border on 
tho lake. It baa been supposed that Lake 
Baikal, in Siberia, was tho only interior 
body of fresh water into which ocab run up 
from the seu, but investigation proves that 
tho spoiled seal also frequent* tho waters of 
Lako Ilamna. . Lako Tecchok is another largo 
body of fresh water, but ita position haa not 
yet been definitely placed upon any Alaskan 
ijiart Tlm natives at Kushosak and upon 
tho Ahtakn, peninsula are docile, and possess 
similar traits to thoso of tbo .Eskimo race, 
Schools nrn about to bo established among 
them. Although perhaps without muchsuc- 
CCTD at tho outset, they may eventually be 
somoivhat fducjited. At present tLo ]>cop]o 
•want the teachers to pay them to coma to 
school. Miuiy of theso natives aro membera 
of tho Jbisso-Oreok church, a resilient priMt 
having dlsiK;iLS«d religious comfort to them 
for a number of years.

Salmon forms tho main 
food, and as tho run of tho&o llsli iijion tho 
Nuibogak is immense, largo quantities are 


tho Dcbring 'sea, tho Ugoshik mid Tnglalt 
being tho principal ones, while tho second 
largest river of tho territory, iho Kusliboquim, 
emboucbes Into Bristol bay. Numerous gla- 
ciers aro seen on tho shores of Lnke Ilamna, 
tho clear, bluo Ico appearing lite a mirror EOt 
In a deep, somber frame wort of green Bprucu 
and brown rocks. Somo interesting forms of 
glacial action may aluo Ito peen, the cliffs 


rocks chiseled as if by human hands. 


Tho entire Alaska peninsula presents pic- 


turesque, and, with iu largo lakes and their 
wonderful scenery, is 0110 of tlio most inter- 
esting portions of tco territory.
